"La rue, la nuit, les femmes 
sans peur!" was the call of a 250 
women marching through the 
streets of Montréal Friday, as 
they took back the night. 

Due to a lack of publicity, the 
march began at Carré St. Louis 
with only about 75 women, but 
by the time the women reached 
Pare Lafontaine, the number 
demonstrating against rape and 
sexual assault had quadrupled. 
Hearing the cry, women from 
the street joined the ranks. The 
chants became deafening, caus- 
ing the curious to poke their 
heads out of windows and 
doors. 

Women marched through 
streets, armed with placards 
reading 'Womyn Power,' 
'Women Unite' and 'Disarm 
Rapists.' They marched with 
lighted candles, despite harass- 
ing catcalls by some male 
passers-by. 

"The catcalls only serve to 
reinforce the need for women to 
demand the right to walk the 
streets safely at night," said one 
woman demonstrator. 

Three transvestites joined the 
march towards the end. They 
took up the lead, joining in the 
chants. 

An annual event, the 
demonstration was not organiz- 
ed by any particular women's 
group this year. 

Demonstrator Juliannc Pid- 



duck said, "This year, the 
march was organized at the last 
minute. A couple of days ago, 
we did some posters and tried to 
get them out to as many people 
as possible, hoping that news of 
the demo would spread by word 
of mouth. 

"This year, it is sort of anar- 
chistic," she added. "We never 
got a permit." 

Last year, the Take Back the 
Night March did not occur due 
to splits in the feminist move- 
ment. In past years, the marches 
often attracted over 3,000 
women. 

Though this year's turnout 
was small compared to previous 
years, many said they thought 
the march was a success. "I felt 
personally vindicated," said 
another demonstrator. "It was 
a delight to see men scurry away 
as we marched," she added. 

Unfortunately, women are 
only truly safe on the streets 
during the Take Back the Night 
March. Until women can walk 
alone at night without fear, the 
protesters vowed to "take back 
the night." 




Unions blacklist 600 air scabs

union representing 3200 striking 
Air Canada flight attendants 
has sent out black lists of the 
600 university students who 
replaced the strikers in August.

Sole custody of 
children is now the accepted 
norm, with the mother award- 
ed custody in 96 per cent of 
cases.

According to Demaine, 
"No one in his right mind will 
claim that fathers don't make 
as good parents as mothers do. 
Men don't want to be distant, 
patriarchal figures." He 
claims National Action Coun- 
cil for the Status of Women 
(NACSW) VP Louise Delude 
only pushed for sole custody 
to give women a "bargaining 
chip" for more financial sup- 
port after divorce. 

But, according to Elizabeth 
SIoss, a member of the 
research division for the Cana- 
dian Advisory Council on the 
Status of Women (CACSW), 
"there is a big difference bet- 
ween advocating joint custody

what it means to be scabs," saia 
Nina Nolan, president of the 
Halifax local Canadian Airline 
Flight Attendants Association. 

"They don't realize that by 
taking the job now, they're 
jeapordizing their chances for 
work in the future. We have the 
names of people who crossed, 
and we are circulating them to 
other unions." 

Kathleen Cochrane, a 21-year 
old accounting student from 
Victoria, B.C, who started work 
as a flight attendant on August 
22, said Air Canada manage- 
ment officials warned her she 
would not be able to look for 
work at that airline "for at least 
two years". But she is confident 
that she can find employment at 
non-unionized airlines. 

"It's a chance we're taking, 
of course. But I've been waiting 
two years to get work as a flight 
attendant," said Cochrane. 

While Cochrane admitted 
union blacklisting would hinder 
her chances of finding work at 
the end of the strike, she 
thought gaining the job ex- 
perience was more important. 

"I'm going to work for Air 



Canada until the strike is over. 
And then we'll see what hap- 
pens," said Cochrane, adding 
that she wants the union to 
direct its hostility towards Air 
Canada management, and not 
the flight attendants' 
replacements. 

"I'm not personally involved 
in the strike, or the union. So I 
don't like the name calling or 
the stuff written on the 
bathroom walls. Some of us 
have even been spat upon." 

But Nolan and John DeMoss, 
another flight attendant, are un- 
sympathetic. 

"Both my husband and I are 
flight attendants," said 
Nolan,"so now we have no 
money. We're trying to raise 
our son on no income. It's hard 
to feel compassion for someone 
taking our jobs." 

DeMoss said he doesn't care 
if he hurts scabs'feelings. "I'm 
sorry, but when I see a kid out 
of college taking my job, I don't 
like it. It's a lark for them, but 
it's my livelihood." 

The striking attendants earn- 
ed an average of S528 per week, 
said Nolan, for 48 hours of

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Hillel's Project Keeps Tabs On Cults

"Cults go against everything 
a university stands for," says 
Mike Kropveld, director of the 
Hillel Cult project. 

"One of the main purposes of 
a university," according to 
Kropveld, "is to expand 
peoples' horizons and develop 



critical intelligence; cults will try 
to restrict peoples' minds to ex- 
clusive devotion to the cult and 
its leaders. They instill un- 
critical acceptance of everything 
espoused by the leader." 

Founded by Hillel, the Cult 
Project is funded by the various 
levels of government, the 
Jewish community and private 



donations. Hillel organized the 
project to inform people of the 
existence and dangers of cults, 
and to provide a place for peo- 
ple to look for help. 

The project is of particular 
importance to students in that 
the average 'recruit* that cults 
go after is usually an 18 to 26 
years old, Caucasian and middle 




class — an almost perfect 
description of the average 
McGill student. 

Often, the recruit is in a state 
of transition, such as leaving 
home for the first time to go to 
university, ending a relation- 
ship, or encountering academic 
problems. 

The recruiter is usually an 
outwardly friendly person, 
seemingly anxious to listen to 
the recruit's problems. They 
will let the recruit talk, seeking 
to find his/her vulnerable spots. 
Any insecurity or naivité reveal- 
ed by the 'recruit' . exploited to 
the utmost in attempts to win 
their confidence. . 

A cult differs from a religion 
in that religions usually do not 



apply extreme pressure and will 
try to answer all questions 
about their structure. Most im- 
portantly, a religion will usually 
respect the individuality of its 
members. A cult, however, will 
manipulate their members into 
accepting a dogmatic 'version* 
of reality, verifiable only within 
the framework of the cult itself. 
They base their strategy on 
peoples* vulnerability and the 
natural human need to be loved 
and to have a sense of belong- 
ing. 

There is an immense range of 
groups that could be classified 
as exhibiting cultish behaviour. 
From EST (now called the 
Forum) to the Unification 
Church (Moonies) to the

There's a new addition to the 
'family' of food services at 
McGill. During the past sum- 
mer, the MSS and CVC food 
services constructed a deli in the 
third floor Union building 
cafeteria, opposite the existing 
cafeteria. 

According to Paul McCann, 
Executive Director of MSS, the 
deli is "phase-one of an overall 
modernization of the cafeteria 
(costing) about $15,000." 

Suzanne Mantha of CVC ex- 
plained "the sandwich-making 
format was already in use 
around the the campus at the 
Alley, etc, and students' 
patronage and support has been 
very strong." She agreed that 
the new deli was also meant to 
improve the overall image of the 
cafeteria. 

"We want to make it a real 
cafeteria, not just left-over 
psychedelia, " Mantha said, 
referring to the old 1972 colours 
previously in the cafeteria. "It 
should be more than a place 
where students leave their gar- 
bage. 

"The site of the addition has 
long been neglected. As well, 
the deli should divert some of 
that traffic to other side," she 
said. Along with the new deli, a 
new food, counter in the Red- 
path Library snack room will 
open soon. 

According to a contract bet- 
ween CVC and MSS, signed last 




McGill students will soon be 
able to do their banking on 
campus. The National Bank of 
Canada is installing an 
automated teller near the en- 
trance to the Alley, in the base- 
ment of Union building. 

The banking machine will 
come into operation at the 
beginning of October and will, 
offer 24 hour service to 
students. 

The idea of having a banking 
machine on campus is not a new 
one. There has been discussion 
in the past concerning place- 
ment of such a machine in the 
Union building. In recent years, 
several banks have approached 
McGill Students' Society (MSS) 
with a similar concept, but have 
been turned down for varying 
reasons.

work. The summer students 
earned $300 per week, for an 
average 36 hour week. 

Air Canada hired the students 
in July, in preparation for the 
strike, promising them S 1000 if 
they passed the seven day train- 
ing session in Montréal. 

Said Cochrane:"We had to 
sign a contract with Air Canada 
saying that if there was a strike, 
we would work. Since they did 
strike, the $1000 comes: off our 



pay, so it's not really a bonus," 
The union is striking because 
Air Canada wants the atten- 
dants to increase their max- 
imum working month from 75 
to 80 flying hours, and start new 
workers at a lower salary. 

Jacquie Lupien, a Montreal- 
based striking flight attendant, 
explained that since attendants 
don't get paid for when they are 
preparing to board or for stops 
between journeys, working time 
is much more than flying time. 



Air Canada wants attendants to 
work 18-hour days, she said. 

Neither Nolan nor DeMoss 
will predict when the strike will 
end; but they hope the students' 
return to school will help 
pressure Air Canada. "Now 
they have to go back and hire 
more scabs, and we're getting 
support from workers at man- 
power — they don't want to 
refer people to Air Canada," 
said Nolan. 



Also considered were the 
Toronto Dominion Bank, and 
the Caisses Populaires, both of 
whom have no direct links with 
South Africa. The T.D. Bank 
insisted on having their teller in 
the front lobby which, accor- 
ding to MSS President, James 
Green, "would not be an attrac- 
tive sight upon first entering the 

The Caisses Populaires were 
not considered, by Green, to be 
"a wide enough network." The 
system is only province-wide, so 
students entering or leaving the 
province would have to open a 
new accounts. Should the Na- 
tional Bank establish links to 
South Africa, the contract will 
be terminated within 24 hours. 

The bank is paying MSS 
$2,500 a year for the right to in- 
stall their machine, and has 
already paid for the first three 
years.

Some men like to believe that women actually enjoy being raped; that they en- 
joy cock after cock being thrust into them against their will. They like to think 
that women are merely their own personal garbage cans — vacuous objects that 
have comfy boxes. 

Some of McGill's male engineering students, in keeping with past traditions of 
blatantly encouraging violence against women, have proved, yet once again, that 
they are incapable of understanding that women are more than a penis motel; 
more than a life-support system for a cunt. Like most traditions, this one is not 
worth keeping. 

By believing that women enjoy being gang-banged, it justifies, in their own 
warped minds, their own desire to gang-rape women.

There is a point where the male sex organ becomes an offensive weapon. 
Something that can be used to impale women to this male-created definition of 
woman. Something to keep women in their "place" — on their backs, tied down, 
legs spread. 

Sex becomes not an act of mutual pleasure, but an act of violence. Steel pricks 
to oppress and to control. 

Violence against women is advocated by some engineers, not just at McGill, 
but at universities all over North America. Just take a look at McGill's engineer- 
ing rag, the Plumbers' Pot, to see this misogyny in action. The engineering song 
book is handed out to all new male engineering students at orientation week. It is 
meant to reinforce the cult of the penis; to have power means to have a penis. 

The males who wrote these little ditties are responsible for perpetrating a false 
image of women and women's sexuality, and also of most other engineering 
students, who would be utterly disg usted by this misogynist trash. 




The songbook is not just an engineering prank. When engineers complain that 
we women are "overly sensitive" and are a bunch of "hysterical castrating 
dykes," by expressing our distaste for misogyny, they merely reveal their own 
fears and insecurities about losing their precious cock-power. They are also ap- 
pealing to other stereotypical images of women as merely emotional beings who 
can't take a 'joke.' Raping a woman, or encouraging it in any way is no 'joke.' 
We're not laughing, boys. 

In the' same way pornography affects men's attitudes towards women, the 
stereotype of women perpetuated by some engineers only serves to encourage sex- 
ist behaviour. An Engineer may not actually grind a steel penis into a woman, but 
he is more likely to pressure a woman into having sex with him against her will. 
He would probably also assume she "wanted it" even if she strongly protested, 
let alone simply said no. 

Why, for instance, did 60 per cent of all men recently polled on one Canadian 
campus say they would rape a woman if they had the chance? There is a correla- 
tion between sexist mythology and violence against women. Pornography is the 
theory; rape is the practice. Misogynous songs like the ones in McGill's engineer- 
ing songbook serve only to encourage and perpetuate the idea that women exist 
only as boy-toys. 

To participate in this type of blatant sexism isn't just vulgar, it hurts. To ignore 
it is to become an accomplice. The hatred of women must be stamped out.

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SEEING WOMEN'

A male voice booms — "Lights, 
Camera, Action." 

As the scene unfolds a slight figure 
appears pacing to and fro behind iron 
bars. Her perfectly pencil-lined eyes 
are full of resignation. When the 
camera pulls back we see the woman 
in full view — her hair is slightly 
mussed, her lips full and red, her thin 
wet dress clinging to her body. 

A sudden hope registers in her eyes 
as she spots a man in the distance. 
Her protector, her man, her reason 
for living. The Hero. 

Fighting off the enemy, he frees 
her from her captors. The damsel in 
distress is safe in his strong arms. His 
brave soul, his strong body, his 
rescue mission. 

His noble deed does not go 
unrewarded. He carries her — his 
trophy — off into the sunset. End of 
scene. , 

But as this scene, typical of the 
portrayal of women in mainstream 
film and video, closes, other scenes 
are just beginning. Scenes of women 
created by women, who are trying to 
define women's own images through 
the camera's lens. 

In the last 20 years women have 
begun to challenge the images of 
women offered by Hollywood films. 
These images of woman as whore, 
woman as Madonna, and woman as 
helpless child have served to control 
and limit the real lives of women.- To- 
day, feminists are taking up the 
challenge and working outside the 
mainstream film and video industry 
to create a feminist alternative. 

For Karen Fainman, a feminist 
filmmaker in Halifax, creating new 
images means also dealing with the 
problems women have had trying to 
create a voice in the past. 

"I dealt with a lot of women and 
silence. I wanted to build a language 
beyond silence. I was tired of not be- 




ing able to speak," says Fainman. 
Using the feminist slogan — "The 
personal is political" — as her guide, 
Fainman uses her own experiences as 
a woman in a male-dominated and 
male-defined society as a base for her 
films. 

"Often in my films I contrast the 
outside objective world by juxtaposi- 
tioning my personal experience in 
relation to this." 

Tradition, Fainman's most recent 
video, places questions about 
women's changing role in society 
against the traditional values of 



Jewish culture. 

With the soundtrack of the Fiddler 
on the Roof playing in the 
background, a woman scrawls ques- 
tions such as "Why do I have to go 
to the Synagogue?" on pieces of 
paper. 

This personal-is-political style of 
womens filmmaking truly began with 
the "Second Wave" of feminism in 
the 60s 

In the 1960s women began to 
organize film and video centres as a 
means of creating and distributing 
women's films. Women in Focus in 
Vancouver; Cinema Women in Lon- 
don, England; and Woman Make 
Movies in New York were all born in 
this period. The women involved in 
these centres tried to develop their 
own films based on how women see 
themselves and society. 

In 1974 the National Film Board of 
Canada created Studio-D, an English 
women's branch of the film board. 
Within the film board itself women 
occupied less than one-sixth of all 
creative positons with creative 
authoriuty. Studio-D's purpose is to 
reach out to women filmmakers and 
technicians with offers of appren- 
ticeships, assistance in producing in- 
dependent films and technical training 
programmes. 




Gaining technical experience is still 
the biggest barrier for women who 
want to make films. 

Pat Kipping, a feminist filmmaker 
living in Halifax, says she decided in 
1976 that there were far too few 
women with any technical experience 
working in film and actively sought 
training. In her four years as a 
freelance film technician she says she 
was often the only woman working 
on a set. 

"It was uncomfortable 
sometimes," she recalls. "I really 
missed working with women then. 
But it is so important for women to 
develop skills in all areas of film, so 
that if a woman wants to make a film 
from beginning to end then she can 
draw on the talents of other women." 

In Halifax women have organized a 
local version of Studio-D to combat 
the problems women have working in 
mainstream film co-ops. Although the 
group, Women in Film, is only a year 
' old, it already has ten active 
members. 

The members of Women in Film 



are trying to share skills within the 
group so that it will be possible for 
them to produce their own indepen- 
dent films. Even this method of 
teaching through sharing hasn't solv- 
ed all the problems. When they find 
that no one in the group knows how 
to do a particular task it becomes 
necessary to bring in men to give 
workshops. 

"It's hard for men to relinquish 
their reign of power, but we are not 
going to reject the expertise that men 
have and can contribute since men 
still have had the support and train- 
ing," says Maxine Tynes, one 
member of the group. 

Men's stranglehold on filmmaking 
skills comes from a history of male 
domination of the film industry. Ac- 
cording to the Directors' Guild of 
Americas, of the 7,332 films produc- 
ed in the United States between 1949 
and 1979, only 14 were directed by 
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shovel. But these images were ordain- 
ed by the state, and later conveniently 
changed. Women were never really 
given the power." 

Both Maxine Tynes and Judith 
Penner share McDougal's subjective 
approach to film making. These 
women are making fims which touch 
them personally. And through film 
they are recognizing women's 
valuable contriutions to society. For 
Tynes, a Black Nova Scotian poet, 
this means remembering the struggles 
of black women in Nova Scotia while 
growing up. 

"My first film is about a little 
black girl in Dartmouth who learns 
something about herself and the 
history of black women. Every day 
she hears women around her saying 
they are 'In Service'. And for a little 
child this has romantic commotations 
until she discovers that 'In Service' 
means menial, hard domestic 
labour.," 

While Tynes came of age during 
the '60's and options were opened for 
her, she remembers that for her 
sisters who matured during the SO's 
many of the doors were closed. 

"Many of the women around me 
were still doing domestic labour then, 
and this really affected me," she 
says. 

Tyne's message is not only a 
women's message. She hopes her in- 



volvement in the film medium will 
make it easier for others in the black 
comminity to work in film. 

Judith Penner is a writer ex- 
perimenting with a film that touches 
her personally. Her subject is an 83 
year old friend who led a dynamic 
and active life, yet doesn't consider 
herself successful. 

"My friend considers herself a 
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failure, which is commom for women 
from her generation because of their 
lack of support groups. The film is 
an attempt to redefine success," she 
says. 

Penner says success is usually 
measured in male terms like the 
amount of power or money one has 
accumulated. She doesn't agree with 
this definition and hopes to convey 
this in the film by highlighting her 
companion's strengths and talents 

This redefining of values continues, 
with the widening of a feminist film 
and video network. Other feminists 
involved in filmmaking are presenting 
women in powerul and active roles, 
challenging the stereotypical blonde 
bombshell image and replacing it with 
real women: single mothers, com- 
munity activists, explorers, and 
sisters. Together with these women, 
feminist film and video makers are 
creating another language to describe 
their reality.

Having joint custody 
presumption in the law would 
mean the judge would 
presume joint custody is in the 
child's best interest, unless one 
spouse is proven unfit. Says 
Sloss, "this becomes a messy 
situation and the courts don't 
like it." 

J,.- Groups such as FED feel 
that only in extreme cases 
should custody be granted to 
one or the other parent. "Kids 
.should have total freedom of 
access to both parents," said 
Claude Guérin of FED. Sloss 
admits, however that it is not a 
custody problem, but a pro- 
blem of access. 

"It happens too often that 
mothers don't let the ex- 
husbands see the kids," said 
Guerin. In an age when both 
parents may have careers, 
transfers may move children 
to another city, cutting off ac- 
cess to one parent. 

American studies show that 
80 per cent of custody deci- 
sions are not contested. Sloss 
feels that since a "minor" part 
of the population is affected, a 
presumption of joint custody 
is not warranted; "it is unfair 
to allow veto power in all 
cases." However, Sloss was 
quick to add that fathers' 
rights groups must not be 
undermined. 

Demaine also referred to the 
membership of the NACSW as 
"militant feminists." 
However, according to 
Carlene Gardiner of McGill's 
Women's Union, "If anything 
the NACSW is conservative, 
emphasizing the traditional 
role of women. 

McGill English student 
Alena Smith is a volunteer 
with FED who describes 
herself as a "very strong 
political feminist." Custody is 
"one place where women 
don't want equality — they 
want the kids am/ the money," 
she said. 

All but four states in the 
U.S. ■ (Alabama, Louisiana, 
Georgia, and Florida), now 
assume joint custody.

The McGill Redmen hockey 
team recently spent training 
camp in Czechoslovakia (CSSR) 
at the invitation of the 
Chechoslovakian Ice Hockey 
Federation (CIHF). 

After crossing through East 
Germany, the team arrived in 
Kladno, Czechoslovakia at 8:00 
pm, after 24 hours in transit. 
Kladno was a mining town full 
of pollution and most lights 
were out by 10:30 pm.

shifts: 6:00 AM-2:00 PM, 
2:00-10:00 PM or 10:00-6:00 
AM.
